It contains in the hollow ipace be- 
Math it bags of rubber filled with 
ordinary illuminating g»» and com- 
pretced by weights. 


The fire enter hns beneath the 


aole of his foot an ingenious little 
device ending in a tube exactly fit- 
ting into another tube coming up 
through the platform and forming 
ft close connection when ntcppcd 
upon by the magician. Very fine 
wbber tubes of the §ame color of 
the trick man's fl«&«, sometimes of 
a scarlet hue, ran up along his body 
and the arms to the end of the in- 
dex finger. There in another tube 
running around his nock and up un- 
der hi* chin, and this it usually cor- 
ered by a false beard ending nt hi* 
nether lip. 


When entering the stage nil thn 


lights are turned down to heighten 
the effect of the performance. The 
operator step* lightly upon th« 
platform, makes hii connection, and 
after a sign that he it ready the 
gas ia turned on from' beneath. 
When he feeU that it §g beginning 
to escape from the tube at the «nd 
of hia linger he ignites it by mcurs 
of a little push button, convenient!;
